the  material  cffbrti*  of  maiildBd  it 
shutild  never  be  forgotten  that  alt 
that  has  been  won  m|ty  prove  Dead 
Sea  fruit  without  moral  and  spiritual 
civili/atii.ii  as  well.  There  is  some 
reminder  of  this  in  an  article  by  Dr. 
H.  E.  Poadick  in  Christianity  ami 
I'rof<rrs->.  One  paragraph,  at  least, 
of  that  article  is  suggesttre  of  what  is 
lacking  and  it  runs  as  fotlowa:

V\  liiir 
liistory  as  a  whole,  from  the  (  ro 
Magnon  man  to  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury, does  certainly  suggest  a  great 
aaceat,  it  liaa  not  been  an  automatic 
tevitatioa.  It  haa  been  a  fight,  tragic 
and  ccaaelesa,  against  deatrnctive 
forces.  Thia  world  needs  something 
more  than  a  soft  gospel  of  inevitable 
progress.  It  needs  salvation  from

fluence is  likely,  to  succegU.'  T^9r9 

are  three  peril,.,  hi  -  .vlii'li  tempt 
the  believer  in  progress;  a  silly 
utideresiimate  of  the  tremendous 
force  of  human  sin,  which  withstands 
all  real  advance;  superficial  reliance 
upon  iocial  palliattvea  to  apead  the 
convalescence  of  the  world,  when 
oajy  radical  curea  will  do:  flippant 
irrercrence  toward  the  past,  when 
as  a  matter  of  faot,  the  light  we  have 
for  the  future  shines  upon  us  from 
behind.  "He  who  most  believes  in 
progress,"  says  Dr.  Posdick,  "needs 
most  to  resist  ita  temptations."  Dr. 
Foadick  recalls  how  In  the  eighteenth 
century  Christianity  caoie  nearer  be- 
ing driven  out  of.  business  than  ever 
in  her  history  before,  but  it  was 
found  that  something  mora  than 
Mare  material  progreaa  was  needed, 
and  th^  realisation  saved  the  best 
apiritual  life  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. Our  fathers  had  to  have  God 
Lack  in  their  lives.  , 
Dr.  Foadicli  ballma*that  in  this 

twentieth  crntUfJT  tlM  great  omfiict 
in  the  world's  Ufa  la  centred  in  eco- 
nomka.
